§i<dit,” said a man who most decidedly 
not, “would be greatly astonished j

grot-. The average shortsighted man, j 
of whom there are hundreds in every ! 
large city. sees nothing distinctly more 
than a foot away from his nose. 
Be 
vond that distance the outline of ob 
jects becomes hazy and indistinct, 
growing rapidly more and more so un­ 
til everything is finally merged into 
one general blur. The faces of people 
across the street art* mere pink blotch­ 
es. their figures are destitute of de- 
hi ii. signs are indecipherable UU feet 
away, and the whole movement of traf­ 
fic and passing show of the thorough­ 
fare is a misty panorama, in which 
nothing much smaller than a cab can 
U- definitely distinguished. 
••Of course a nearsighted person can 
att* as well us anybody through prop­ 
erly fitted glasses, but a great many 
folks regard them as such a disfigure- 
ir,<nt that they prefer to do without 
flair aid. 
That kind of pride is cer­ 
tainly very foolish because it causes 
one to miss a t least nine-tenths of 
what is going on, to say nothing of be­ 
ing an open invitation to accident.

After the gambling 
indictments were fouud he proceeded > 
to use his ‘pull’ to have them pigeon- | 
boled, and. learning what was going 
on, Colonel Jones was rash enough to | 
write a newspaper card in which lie , 
scored the authorities for allowing such 
a ruffian to defeat the ends of justice. 
“The colonel looked like a soldier, bu', 
he was really a very blaud and peace­ 
able gentleman, and he never dreamed 
that his little effusion would* get him 
into personal difficulty. On the morn­ 
ing the card appeared he was walking 
valmly to his office when Harding rush­ 
ed out of a liar across the street, called 
him by name and at the same time lev­ 
eled a six shooter at his head. At that 
distance all coons looked alike to tho 
nearsighted lawyer, and, turning in the 
direction of the voice, he made out tile 
vague figure of a man with outstretch­ 
ed arm apparently beckoning him to 
come over. 
“A little surprised, but still perfectly 
placid, he started to cross the street. 
Harding glared at him in amazement 
aud once or twice was ou the point of 
pulling the trigger, hut the spectacle 
of that serene and dignified figure 
calmly advancing straight on the muz- 
*1® of the gun was too much for his 
nerves, and before tile colonel travers­ 
ed half the distance he dropped the 
weapon and ignominiously fled.

WASP STINGS. 


Rj^OOl 
A New Line Of 


People Who H ove D ied Prom th e E f­ 
fect* of Them . 
In an article on the stings of wasps I 
a British medical journal cites the two j 
following cases which have come un- j 
der its notice: A strong, healthy girl of I 
•JI was stung on tile neck by a wasp 
aud fainted. 
On regaining conscious­ 
ness she complained of a general feel­ 
ing of numbness and partial blindness 
and vomited. She suffered severe ab­ 
dominal pain. 
She recovered iu the 
course of a few hours. 
Two months 
later she was stung again, this time on 
the hand. 
lier face became flushed. 
she again complained of numbness aud 
blindness, suddenly became very pale, 
fainted and died 25 minutes after she 
was stung. 
Another case was that of a girl of 22 
years, who was stung by a wasp be­ 
hind the angle of the Jaw. The sting 
was at om*e extracted and ammonia 
applied. 
In a few minutes she com­ 
plained of faintness and would have 
fallen if she had not been supported. 
Her face assumed an expression of 
great anxiety, and a few minutes later 
she was tossing on the bod .complain- j 
lug of a horrible feeling of choking 1 
and of agonizing pain in the chest ami 
abdomen. Brandy gave no relief. There, 
was nausea, but no vomiting. 
She 
rapidly became insensible and died 15 i 
minutes after receiving the sting. The I 
most probable explanation of such j 
cases seems to lie in what is known as j 
idiosyncrasy- that is, abnormal seusi- , 
tiveness in particular individuals to i 
certain toxic agents. It is well known 
that drugs vary much In action oil dif­ 
ferent people. What is a safe dose for 
one is dangerously large for another, j 
The inability of some people to eat j 
strawberries or shellfish is another In- i 
stance of the same phenomenon. The j 
active agent of bee stings is generally ! 
believed to be formic acid. It tin‘reforc j 
seems very desirable that we should I 
have more accurate information re- j 
gardlng the action of this drug on dif- j 
ferent species of the lower animals I 
and through them on man himself.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

Across the strait, miscalled tile East 
river, that separates the boroughs of 
M anhattan and Brooklyn, iii the city 
of New York, scientists, engineers and 
laborers are erecting a magnificent 
bridge. 
This structure, which is yap- 
idly nearing completion, is one of the 
wonder# of the opening century and 
will probably rem ain one for m any 
years to come. 
It far surpasses the 
well known and far fam ed Brooklyn 
bridge th at is alw ays seen in views of 
the eastern metropolis. The old bridge 
is now the greatest suspension bridge 
in the world, but the new one will as 
fa r surpass it lo size aud strength as 
the Brooklyn 
bridge did preceding 
structures of the kind. 
As the old bridge is the only one that 
furnishes an adequate basis of com­ 
parison, contrasting the figures of tho 
old and new bridges best illustrates 
the greatness 
of 
the 
more 
recent 
structure. 
Tho new bridge will bo 
four tim es as stroug as the Brooklyn 
bridge. 
Each of its four cables will 
Im? about tw ice as stout as those that 
support the span 
of 
the Brooklyn 
bridge, and in other respects it will be 
stronger. 
The dimensions of the new E ast river 
bridge as officially given and those of 
the old one are as follows: Length of 
entire bridge between term inals, 7,200 
feet. The old bridge is ti,(XX) feet. The 
length of channel span of the new bridge 
is 1,000 feet. The Brooklyn bridge lias 
only 4J/j feet less of actual cha nu eh 
span, but in total length of span the 
new bridge will claim the record by 
1,200 feet. 
The extrem e w idth of the 
new bridge is 118 feet, th at of the old 
one 85 feet. 
The steel towers of the 
new bridge are about 50 feet higher 
than the m asonry spires of the old. The 
cap of the steel work is 1135 feet above 
high w ater, while the corresponding di­ 
mension of tile Brooklyn bridge Is 270 
feet. 
The new bridge will furnish accom­ 
m odations for four surface railroad 
tracks, tw o tracks for elevated trains. 


Figures 
showing 
the 
immense 
strength and size of the new bridge 
m ight be given alm ost indefinitely. It 
will contain, for example, about 1,500,- 
000 feet of tim ber, 10,000 cubic yards j 
of concrete, 45,000 cubic yards of stone 
m asonry and 1.000 tons of cable an ­ 
chor steel in each anchorage. In the 
steel towers : 
I the shore spans were 
used 12.000 tons of steel. In making 
the steel cables there will Im* used 5,000 j 
tons of steel wire aud steel castings, i 
The new bridge will in every way be a j 
rem arkable structure and a monument 
to the skill of American engineers and 
ateel workers.

Among the treasures of a Swiss mu­ 
seum, inserted In the top of an old fash­ 
ioned pencil case, Is the tiniest w atch 
ever constructed. It is only three-six­ 
teenths of an inch in diam eter, and Its 
little dial not only indicates hours, min­ 
utes and seconds, but also the days of 
the month. So perfectly formed is this 
lilliputian watch tLat it keeps excel­ 
lent tim e and is a m arvelous piece of 
mechanical workm anship. 
Two of the most elaborate and curi­ 
ous watches which the world has ever 
seen belonged to Queen Elizabeth and 
her unfortunate contem porary, Mary, 
queen of Scots. Good Queen Bess had 
a watch made for her In the form of a 
duck, w ith beautifully chased feathers, 
the lower p art of which opened. The 
face was of silver, w ith an elaborate 
gilt design, and the whole w as kept in 
a case of brass, covered with black 
leather thickly studded w ith big silver 
knobs. 
The ill fated Mary w as the possessor 
of a watch in the form of a skull. The 
dial was introduced where the palate 
should have been, and the works occu­ 
pied the place of brains in the crani­ 
um. In the hollow of the skull, more­ 
over, was a bell which had works of its 
own and by means of which a ham m er 
struck out the hours upon It. 
One of the choicest rarities of the 
Bernal collection was a book shaped 
watch. This curious tim e indicator w as 
made by order of Bogislaus XIV, Duke 
of Pom erania, in the tim e of G ustavus 
Adolphus. On the face of the book, 
where the dial of the watch is set, 
there is an engraved inscription of the 
duke and his titles and arm orial bear­ 
ings, together with the date, 1627. On 
the back the engravings are also very 
finely and skillfully executed, am ong 
them being the portraits of two gentle­ 
men of the seventeenth century. The 
dial plate is of silver, chased in relief, 
while the insides are beautifully chased 
w ith figures of birds and foliage. The 
w atch has two separate m ovem ents and 
a large, sweet toned bell. A t the back, 
over this bell, the m etal is ornam ental­ 
ly pierced in a circle, with a dragon and 
other devices, while the sides are pierc­ 
ed and engraved with a complicated 
design of beautiful scroll work.—Lon­ 
don Tit-Bits.

bridge that is alw ays seen in views of 
the eastern metropolis. The old bridge 
is now the greatest suspension bridge 
in the world, but the new one will as 
fa r surpass it iu size aud strength as

Brooklyn 
bridge 
did 
preceding 
structures of the kind. 
As the old bridge is tile only one ihat 
furnishes an adequate basis of com­ 
parison, contrasting the figures of tin* 
old and new bridges best illustrates 
th e greatness

The new bridge will be 
four tim es as strong us the Brooklyn 
bridge. 
E ach of its four cables will 
be about twice as stout as those that 
support the span 
of 
th e Brooklyn 
bridge, and In other respects it will be 
stronger. 
The dimensions of the new E ast river 
bridge as ofiieially given and those of 
the old one are as follows: Length of 
entire bridge between term inals, 7,20(1 
feet. T he old bridge is 0,000 feet. The 
len g th o f channel span of the new bridge 
is 1,600 feet. 
The Brooklyn bridge lias 
only 4>/i feet less of actual channel J 
span, but in total length of span the 
new bridge will claim the record by 
1,200 feet. 
T he extrem e w idth of the 
new bridge is 118 feet, th a t of the old 
one 85 feet. 
T he steel tow ers of the 
new bridge are about 59 feet higher 
than the m asonry spires of the old. The 
cap of tile steel work is 535 feet above 
high w ater, while the corresponding di­ 
mension of tile Brooklyn bridge is 27(5 
feet. 
The new bridge will furnish accom­ 
modations for four surface railroad 
tracks, tw o tracks for elevated trains. 


F igures

It 
will contain, for example, about 1.500.- 
(100 feet of timber, IO,(MMI cubic yards 
of concrete, 45.000 cubic yards of stone 
m asonry and 1.(500 tons of cable a n ­ 
chor steel la each anchorage.

This curious time indicator wats 
made by order of Bogislaus XIV, D uke 
of Pom erania, in the tim e of G ustavus 
Adolphus. 
On the face of the book, 
w here the dial of the w atch is set, 
there is an engraved inscription of the 
duke aud his titles and arm orial bear­ 
ings, together w ith the date, 1627. On 
the back th e engravings are also very 
finely and skillfully executed, am ong 
them being the portraits of tw o gentle­ 
men of the seventeenth century. The 
dial plate is of silver, chased in relief, 
while the insides are beautifully chased 
with figures of birds and foliage. The 
w atch has two separate m ovem ents and 
a large, sw’eet toned bell. A t the back, 
over ibis bell, the metal is o rnam ental­ 
ly pierced in a circle, with a dragon and 
other devices, while the sides are pierc­ 
ed and engraved with a complicated 
design of beautiful scroll work.—Lon­ 
don Tit-Bits.

At Padang, Sum atra, the sun will be 
In total eclipse for more than six min­ 
utes, an unusually long tim e and one

M itchell of Columbia university, Dr. 
H um phreys of the U niversity of Vir­ 
ginia. Dr. Gilbert of Johns Hopkins 
and M essrs. L. E. Jew ell and W. W. 
D inwiddle of the naval observatory. 
The party will be joined at Pad,mg, 
Sum atra, by scientists sent out by the 
Dutch 
governm ent. 
Sum atra 
is 
a 
Dutch dependency. 
Although tho M assachusetts Tech­ 
nology and California parties are head­ 
ed by scientists of national reputation 
and are expected to achieve great re­ 
sults, the greatest interest probably a t­ 
taches to tho A m herst party.

head of this is Professor David Peck 
Todd, who lias been at the head of 
several such expeditions. 
Observing 
eclipses is no 
novelty to Professor 
Todd, for the first work lie did in 
th at line was in 1875, when he was 
only 20 years of age.

States transit of Venus commission, 
and since thou his tim e has been large­ 
ly taken up w ith eclipses, tran sits and 
sim ilar phenomena.

“The colonel looked like a soldier, bu', j 
he was really a very bland and peace­ 
able gentleman, and he never dreamed 
that his little effusion would* get him [ 
into personal difficulty. 
On the morn- I 
lug the card appeared he was walking 
•alody to his office when Harding rush* j 
od out of a bar across the street, called 
him by name and at the same time lev­ 
eled a six shooter at his bead. At that 
distance all coons looked alike to tin* 
nearsighted lawyer, and, turning in tile 
direction of the voice, he made out tin) 
vague figure of a man with outstretch­ 
ed arm apparently beckoning him to 
come over. 
“A little surprised, hut still perfectly 
placid, he started to cross tin* street. 
Harding glared at him in amazement

SIHI vomited,

She recovered in the I 
course of a few hours. 
Two months ! 
later she was stung again, this time on 
the hand. 
Her face became flushed, 
she again complained of numbness aud 
blindness, suddenly became very pale, 
I fainted and died 25 minutes after she 
was stung. 
Another case was that of a girl of 22 i 
I years, who w as stung by a wasp be- I 
bind the angle of the jaw. 
The sting 
was at once extracted and ammonia j 
applied. 
In a few minutes she com­ 
plained of faintness and would have ' 
fallen if she had not been supported, j 
Her face assumed an expression of : 
great anxiety, and a few minutes later 
slie was tossing on the I km I .complain- j 
iug of a horrible feeling of choking 1 
and of agonizing pain in the chest and 
abdomen. Brandy gave no relief. There* 
was nausea, but no vomiting. 
She 
rapidly became insensible and died 15 j 
minutes after receiving tile sting. The 
most probable explanation of such j 
lases seem s to lie in what is known as 
Idiosyncrasy that is, abnormal sensi­ 
tiveness in particular Individuals

Across the strait, miscalled i he E ast 
river, th at separates tin* boroughs of 
M anhattan and Brooklyn, in the city 
of New York, scientists, engineers and 
laborers are erecting a 
magnificent 
bridge. 
This structure, which is Rap­ 
idly nearing completion, is one of tho 
wonder* of the opening century and 
will probably rem ain one for m any 
years to come. 
It fa r surpasses the 
well know n and fa r fam ed Brooklyn 
bridge that is alw ays seen in views of 
the eastern metropolis. T he old bridge 
is now the greatest suspension bridge 
in the world, but the new one will as 
fa r surpass it in size aud strength as 
the 
Brooklyn 
bridge did 
preceding 
structures of the kind. 
As tho old bridge is the only one that 
furnishes an adequate basis of com ­ 
parison, contrasting tho figures of tin* 
old and new bridges best illustrates 
th e greatness 
of 
the 
more 
recent 
structure. 
T he new bridge will bo 
four tim es as strong as the Brooklyn 
bridge. 
E ach of its four cables will 
lie about tw ice as stout as those that 
support the span 
of 
tile Brooklyn 
bridge, a n d in other respects It will be 
stronger. 
The dim ensions of the new E ast river 
bridge as officially given and those of 
the old one are as follows: Length of 
entire bridge between term inals, 7,200 
feet. T he old bridge is 0,(MK) feet. The 
length of channel span of the new bridge 
Is 1,600 feet. T he Brooklyn bridge ha- 
only 4l/j feet less of actual channel, 
span, but in total length of span the 
new bridge will claim the record by 
1,200 feet. 
T he extrem e w idth of the 
new bridge is 118 feet, th a t of the old 
one 85 feet. 
The steel tow ers of the 
new bridge are about 59 feet higher 
than the m asonry spires of the old. The 
cap of the steel work is 1135 feet above 
high w ater, while the corresponding di­ 
mension of the Brooklyn bridge is 270 
feet. 
The new bridge will furnish accom­ 
m odations for four surface railroad 


Figures 
show ing 
th e 
immense 
strength and size of the new bridge 
m ight be given alm ost indefinitely. It 
will contain, for example, about 1,500.- 
000 feet of timber, 10,000 cubic yards 
of concrete, 45,000 cubic yards of stone 
m asonry and 1.0(H) tons of cable an- j 
clior steel in each anchorage.

most 
important 
astronomical 
event of the year, the first solar eclipse 
of the century, w ill lie visible in east­ 
ern 
Africa, 
southern 
India, 
Siam, 


tile American expeditions have gone. 
At Padang, Sum atra, the sun w ill be 
in total eclipse for more than six min­ 
utes, an unusually long tim e and one 
afford lug much aud favorable oppor­ 


tunity for investigation. 
The next to­ 
tal eclipse of six m inutes w ill not oc­ 
cur until May 29, 1919. 
America has sent four expeditions 
to view the total eclipse aud to gather 
from it scientific knowledge concern­ 
ing the sun aud other heavenly bodies. 
They are the governm ent expedition, 
the University of California party, that 
from Am herst college and the one 
from the M assachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 
The governm ent party Is under tile 
direction of Professor A. N. Skinner of 
the United States naval observatory 
and includes Professor EJ. EJ. Barnard 
of the Yerkes observatory, Dr. S. A. 
Mitchell of Columbia university, Dr. 
Hum phreys of the U niversity of Vir­ 
ginia. Dr. Gilbert of Johns Hopkins 
and Messrs. J.. EJ. Jew ell and VY'. VV. 
Din widdle of tin* naval observatory. 
The party w ill he joined at Padang, 


try, succeeded in taking some excellent 
I photographs o f the corona or rim of 
%• brilliancy surrounding the sun visible 
V during the totality of a solar eclipse. 
9\ j He has taken with him to Sumatra the 
sam e instrum ent used then and is san­ 
guine of still batter results. 
Only during the few precious minutes 
cf totality when the sun is completely 
hidden from view by tin* moon is it 
possible to see and study the glory and 
beauty of the corona. 
These periods 
occur at such rare Intervals and last 
for so short a time, never exceeding 
eight m inutes, that it has been said 
that the entire time during which the 
corona is visible during a century could 
be combined into a week. 
Professor 
Barnard’s 40 inch plate will be the tar- ! 
gest ever em ployed for the purpose of 
photographing the corona. 
H e hopes 
to obtain an exposure of tw o minutes 
and a half.

Should 
tile weather conditions be favorable. 
however, the unusually long duration 
of totality of the eclipse will undoubt­ 
edly enable most important astronom ­ 
ical observations lo be made. 
Last year’s eclipse resulted la the 
photographing of four kuowu 
fixed 
■tars near the sun, 
It is hoped that 
this time, with larger plates aud longer 
exposures, it will lie possible to obtain 
the images of more stars, 
'J'he discov­ 
ery of an intra mercurial planet, lf oue 
exists, Is earnestly hoped for. 
If a 
planet of even tile seventh magnitude 
exists in the region betw een Mercury 
aud the sun, ii should certainly be 
shown on the plates to la- exposed dur­ 
ing the coming eclipse. 
A planet of 
even the eighth magnitude would leave 
its mark on the plate. 
It will readily j 
be understood with 
what eagerness 
astronomers are aw aiting the result of I 
the expedition aud how earnestly they 
desire favorable weather c o n d itio n s.
